Seven candidates for Fulton county 
commissioner Tuesday night issued 
election-eve appeals to their support- 
ers to visit the ballot boxes today and 
each predicted victory in the battle 
of votes which will begin at 7 o'clock 
this morning to fill the post left va- 
cant recently by the death of Cap- 
tain George M. Hope, veteran member 
of the commission. 

Speeches are over, electioneering is 
practically completed and only the 
verdict, which 55,600 Fulton county 
voters at 39 precincts are entitled to 
render, remains, 

Polls in Atlanta, East Point, Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville will open at 
7 o'clock this morning and close at 
G o'clock tonight, while all others will 
open at 8 o'clock this morning and 
close at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

8,000 Vote Seen. 

Predictions Tuesday night were that 
less than 8,000 of the 55,000 qualified 
voters would cast ballots, if previous 
single elections can be taken as a ba- 
rometer, Candidates contented them- 
selves with appeals to voters to cast 
their ballots and each declared. un- 
equivoeably that if the vote is heavy 
he would be elected.

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OKLAHOMA SENATE 
WIL VOTE TODAY 
ON IMPEACHMENT 


Trial of Suspended Gov- 
ernor Johnston Comes 


State’s Dignity. 


Oklahoma City, March 19.—(#)— 
The impeachment trial of Henry S. 
Johnston, suspended governor of Okla- 
homa, neared an end tonight. 

Counsel for the prosecution and 
defense began their arguments with 
the prospect that the state senate 
court tomorrow would vote on the 
ten charges preferred against the 


execufive by the house of. representa- 
tives. The senate will decide whether 
Johnston is to be removed or returned 
to office. 

A possibility that a vote might be 
taken tonizht was blasted when the 
senators decided to hear the argu- 
ments of only one attorney for each 


R. L. Davidson, of Tulsa, a former 
state senator and former democratic 
state chairman, opening argument for 
Johnston, declared the suspended gov- 
ernor has not committed a single im- 
peachable offense. 

“I feel,” said Davidson, “a sense 
of deep responsibility, not only to my 
client, but to the people of Oklahoma. 
Popular government is on trial in 
Oklahoma. The time has come when 
Oklahoma is the laughing steck of 
its sister states. The metropolitan 
newspapers are writing articles ridi- 
culing Oklahoma. This condition has 
arisen from the frequent impeachment 
of governors.” 

Oklahoma should turn to Alabama 
for a definition of official incompe- 
tency, he said, as that section of Okla- 
homa’s constitution was adopted from 
Alabama's basic laws. In a supreme 
court decision in Alabama, the at- 
torney said, incompetency sufficient 
for removal was defined as represent- 
ing the usual and not temporary phys- 
ical or mental deficiency of the de- 
fendant. 

John Head, chairman of the house 
board of managers, which prosecuted 
the governor, teok up the charges in 
turn and expressed his reasons for 
deelaring Johpsten guilty of each. 

“Not a single man did Jolnston 
bring from his office,”’ Head said. “to 
refute charges that Mrs. O. O. Ham- 
monds had dominated his office.” 

Stress has been placed by the prose- 
cution on Mrs. Hammonds’ activities 
as Johnston's confidential secretary, 
in the contention that the governor 
is incompetent to conduct the business 
of his office.

A modern Paul Revere hurried 
|through the Apalachicola valley in 
Florida Tuesday with warnings of the 
coming flood from Georgia and Ala- 
bama, which had inundated towns and 
rich farming sections, made highways 
impassable and caused the death of 
more than a score of persons. 
Edward HI. Calvin drove an auto- 
mobile om Baipbridge southward to 
beat the crest of the flood and urge 
the inhabitants along the Apalachicola 
to seek safety on higher ground, 
Already River Junction, Fla., at 
the confluence of the Chattahoochee 
and Flint rivers, had felt the force 
of the waters descending from its 


northern neighbors. Its business sec- 
tion and part of its residences were 
already under water and the river 
there was still rising. It stood at 
$4.3 feet this morning, a rise of 1.4 
feet in the preceding 24 hours, 

River Ten Miles Wide. 

The Alabama river was over ten 
miles wide in places south of Selma, 
although the town itself was safe. 
The river makes a great horseshoe 
bend in this region and water was 
backed up for miles. The country 
generally is sparsely settled. The Ala- 
bama was falling at Montgomery. 

Curfew law was invoked for the 
adult inhabitants of Elba and (Ge- 
neva, who started the work of re- 
habilitation after being driven ftom 
their homes by the inundation of last 
week. Under inilitary control, resideuts 
with permits carrying provisions and 
water for 24 hours were permitted 
te enter for salvage and repair work. 
They must have been _ inoculated 
against typhoid fever and all were 
required to leave the town before 
sundown. Children were kept in the 
refugee camps while their elders were. 
in tieir homes cleaning up and put- 
ting things in order against the time 
when they will return. 


Food Delivered From Air. 


Food and other supplies are being 
delivered by aviators on a _ regular 
schedule to the south Alabama towns 
and the northwest Florida towns, 
which were flood-swept. The planes 
are from the government air station 
at Pensacola, Navy pilots arrive and 
depart as fast as their planes can 
be re-fueled and re-loaded. 

Caryville and Milligan, along the 
Yellow river in Florida, were hard 
hit. Only three houses were reported 
left in Milligan and they were dam- 
aged. The residents of both towns had 
been taken to places of refuge: before 
the flood waters reached their heights 

Under the direction of the Red 
Cross succor and relief went forward 
systematically throughout the _terri- 
tory. While food and clothing were 
forwarded to the affected region, the 
Red Cross chapters in the states of 
Florida, Alabama and Georgia put on 
drives for contributions which met 
with quick responses, 

Charles. Smith. another Red Cross 
worker, had orders to go by boat 
down the Chattahoochee river to be 
sure that volunteer committees and 
‘local chapters were meeting emer- 
gency conditions, 

Relief Work Goes Forward. 


The coast guard and public health 
service joined forces with the Red 
Cross and the army to further relief 
work in the flood district and to pre- 
vent further loss of life. Coast guard 
vessels were at the disposal of the 
Red Cress workers. 

A conference of the. Alabama con- 
gressional delegation has been called 
by Goverror Bibb Graves to meet at 
Montgomery tomorrow to formulate 
plans for securing a federal appro- 
priation for the flood sufferers of 
south Alabama. It is planned to ask 
this of the special session of congress 
which meets April 15.- 

A survey of the stricken areas in 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi will be ‘made by Henry M. 
Baker, director of national relief of

HOOVER PLANS 
10 TIGHTEN DRY 
LAW ENFORCEMENT 


Dramatic Drives Discard- 
ed — Legislation May Be 
Necessary To Change 
Control of Department. 


Washington, March 19.—(4)—Dra- 
matic prohibition drives have no place 
in the plan of the administration for 
the building up of general law enforce- 


ment which Dresident Hoover in his 
inaugural address made clear is to be 
a major policy while he is in the 
White Ilouse. 

Enforcement is to be carried for- 


ward instead by a tightening up of 
the machinery all along the line with 
re-organization affected where expe- 
rience shows this to be necessary. Of- 
ficials in charge of dry law enforce- 
ment believe this will be far more ef- 
fective than sporadic drives of. the 
spectacular character. 

The purpose of the administration 
as now explained is to try to reduce 
crime in the United States and in that 
officials expect the support both of 
the newspapers and good = citizens 
throughout the nation. 

One move in the dry law enforce- 
ment will be the transfer of activities 
from the treasury to the justice de- 
partment. Attorney-General Mitchell 
now is giving this question study to 
determine whether congressional ac- 
tion will be necessary before the trans- 
fer can be consummated. From his 
study thus far, the attorney-general 
is inclined to the opinion that an act 
of congress will be essential. 

Going Into Question. 

The attorney-general said he was 
going into the whole prohibition ques- 
tion, including the handling of in- 
dustrial alcohol permits and whether 
in the proposed transfer of authority 
the prohibition agents should be 
placed under the justice department's 
bureau of investigation. 

Mrs, Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant attorney-general, now has 
charge of prohibition enforcement 
work in the department of justice and 
the expectation is that when the trans- 
fer of activities is_made the scope of 
her work will be enlarged consid- 


Mrs. Willebrandt as an enforcement 
official has the support of the dry 
leaders of the country, as has Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell. The poli¢y of 
the administration appears to be to 
have enforcement in the hands of 
those in sympathy with prohibition 
and to take any other steps that may 
be neccessary in an intensive effort 
at law enforcement. 

As a result of the study now be- 


mics by justice department officers a 


new effort to eut off diversion of 
such alcohol into illegal channels soon ! 
is to be made. This is the recornived | 
chief avenue through which alcohol 
reaches bootleggers and is looked upon 
as tne fundamental problem in en- 
forcement. 
One Source of Abuse. 

Various investigations in the past 
have shown that this has been one 
source of abuse which has grown up 
around dry law enforcement and ins- 
tice officials hope to be able to strike 
forceful blows jor the provection o, 
those honestly engaged in the indys- 
trial aleohol business and the elimi- 
nation of the law violators. 


In the proposal to transfer activi- 
ties from the treasury to the justice 
department one elément for serious 
consideration is whether there will he 
a retention of a prohibition commis- 
sioner or whether the whole admin- 
istration would be turned over to an 
assistant attorney-general. 


Secretary Mellon recently stated 
that Dr. James M. Doran, the com- | 
missioner, would be retained after the 
transier of prohibition enforcement to 
the department of justice.

He told them he would 
join them at his church within ten 
minutes, but failed to apnear for the 
services. His whereabouts were a 
mystery until his arrival in Atlanta 
today. 

No information was available here 
as to when or whether he would re- 
turn. He was reported planning te 
visit his parents at Lake City, S. C., 
in the immediate future. 

Church officers had previously pro- 
fessed ignorance concerning the na- 
ture of Duncan's letter and it had 
aroused a widespread curiosity here. 
Bishop Mouzon, however, said there 
was “no mystery about it; the young 
man had done nothing wrong.”

MASTER PENMAN OPENS GATES.WITH BOGUS RELEASE 


But Forges Right In Again 


Kansas City, March 19.—(4)— 
Hays Van Gorder, a master forger, 
so clever with a pen that he forged 
his way out of Leavenworth federal 
penitentiary, is behind the bars again 


because the lure of his “racket” was 
too strong. 

The astounding story of how the 
notorions criminal duped the offi-:; 
cials of the prison with a forged court 
order for his release was revealed 
here today with the announeement by 
postal inspeetors that Van Gorder had 
been recaptured while plying his old 
game of passing forged money orders. 

And it developed that the escape 
from the prison might not have been 
discovered for months, if ever. had 


Van Gorder not tripped himself up 
outside with his penchant for signing 
other person’s names. 

Van Gorder forged the order that. 
won him freedom. had it delivered inte 
the hands of prison officia's through 
ehannels that appeared to stamp it 
as regular, and walked away to con- 
the

postal inspectors got busy. The trail 
led to Milan, Mo., where a suspect 
was arrested and 
Gorder. 

Postal authorities could not believe 
it° as they were confident that Van 
Gorder was serving at Leavenworth.

The convict gained his freedom sev- 
eral weeks ago. He had failed once 
previously in av attempt to write his 
way out of the prison. The first 
time he forged a pardon and officia!s 
were prepared to release him. 

As he was marching to the prison 
gate, he winked at another inmate. 
The authorities became — suspicious 
and detained him while they sought 
teiegraphie confirmation from Wash- 
ington. The department of justice re- 
plied that the pardon was a forgery, 
— Van Gorder was returned to his 
cell. 

The pardon had been sent by the 
convict to a friend in Washington. 


who mailed it to the prison in a, 


franked envelope. 

Department of Justice rules prohi- 
biting prison officials from making 
public any information re'ative to in- 
dividual convicts or the time of their 
release made it possible for Van Gor- 
der to obtain his freedom without pub- 
licity. Even the postal inspectors and 
prosecuting officers at Danville, I)., 
who obtained his conviction and a 15- 
year sentence, were unaware that the 
forger had left the penitentiary. 

For months the public has been givy- 
en little information about the freeing 
ef federal prisoners. Inquiries at 
Leavenworth regafding the release of 
eonviets on court orders or pardons 
and paroles are referred to the depart- 
ment of justice at Washington under 
the rules.

Smith Version Ruled Ont. 


The only outstanding feature of 
the first day of the youth’s second 
trial was the failure of Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Boykin to obtain permission of 
Judge Humphries to have read to the 
jury and into the record Smith's own 
version of his fatal duel with Harsh, 
which was given to Mr. Owen imme- 
diately after he ran to the drug store 
several minutes following the shooting. 

Mr. Owen had testified that he was 
at his home across and a few doors 
down Boulevard. from the drug store 
when he heard the shots and on leok- 
ing out a window saw two “boys” 
hurrying around the corner of Boule- 
vard and Eighth street.

and how Harsh ordered him at the

Mexieo City, Mareh 19.—Q))— 
President Emilio Portes Gil today 
told American newspaper men that the 
government was considering seeking 
extradition of rebel leaders who may 
flee into the United States on the 
ground that they are not political 
refugees but “common criminals who 
have fled to the United States after 
robbing banks in Mexico.” 

The president declared that the gov- 
ernment would also seek to have at- 


tached and returned to Mexico “the 
money stolen by rebel leaders’ from 
banks in the cities of Monterey, Sal- 
tillo, Durango and Torreon. This loot 
was said to total from three to five 
million pesos from the branches of 
the Banco de Medico alone. 

The government views the revolu- 
tion as having become wholesale ban- 
ditry with little prospect of fighting 
and with the rebel leaders principally 
concerned with escaping to the United 
States with money taken from occu- 
pied cities. 

Portes Gil today said, “it seems 1m- 
probable that the rebels will attempt 
a real fight anywhere, but if they 
do it will be unimportant and futile. 
The revolution now is a question of 
chasing the fleeing rebels and rebuild- 
ing the railroad tracks that they de- 
stroy as they retreat. It may -re-

‘Today, for the first time singe the 
revolt broke out two weeks ago last 
Sunday, the government issued no 
communique to the newspapers.

Theory in Finding Body 
Of Woman in Burning Auto

New . Orleans, March 19.—(/)— 
Sifting of the evidence tonight turned 
the police more to the theory of ac- 
cident than either murder or suicide 
in the case of Mrs. Janet Baker, 54- 
year-old widow of Colin M. Baker, 
whose charred body 'was found early 
today in her burned automobile in 
Audubon park. 

While both the the 
police were inclined to believe it an 
accident, they were pursuing all leads 
that might develop murder or suicide, 
They on reports 


that a lone 
man were seen to 
Mrs. Baker and drive off. 

The accident theory was given some 
weight by statements of members of 
the family that she frequently drove 
to church early in the morning and 
if too early would kill time by a drive 
through the park. Her old model ma- 
chine, police mechanical experts point 
out, might have developed a_ short 
circuit and burst into flames inside 
the sedan too quickly for her to 
escape. In the excitement, they said 
she might have pulled on the emer- 
geney brake and died fighting the fire. 

If the story of a lodger in Mgs. 
Baker's fashionable boarding house 
can be torn down, the police were 
ready to mark the case “accident.” 
This story told by H. ©. Spalding has 
provided the police their main lead: 

Lives Over Garage. 

“Tf live in the room immediately 
over the garage and my first thought 
was that someone might be trying to 
steal Mrs. Baker's machine. I jump- 
ed up in my pajamas and ran to the 

window and saw the automobile back- 
ing out of the garage. eauld see 
that a woman was at the wheel, so I 
was sure that it was Mrs. Baker. 
Hlowever, the car stopped on Liberty 
street after backing out of the garage, 
and I saw a man, dressed in a blue 
suit, gray topeoat and light gray hat 
walk around the leftside of the car, 
open the door ard take the driver's 
seat. Through the back window I 
could see that the woman, who I 
thought was Mrs. Baker, move to the 
right side of the front seat to permit 
the man to take the wheel. 

Mrs. Baker was never seen after 
this until a blazing automobile in the 
park opposite the home of Dorothy 
Dix, newspaper cognomen of Mrs. E. 
M. Gilmer, the newspaper love-lorn 
writer. Mrs. Baker's body was not 
discovered until after firemen’ had 
quenched the flames and the body was 
«so badly burned it gave no clue to the 
enuse of the tragedy. Neither did the 
gutted automobile offer any evidence. 

Before the boarder came forward 
with*his statement, the last seen of 
Mirs. Baker was last night when she 
went for a drive. This morning her 
hed indicated it had not been slept in 
but the maid explained that some- 
times Mrs. Baker made her own bed. 

The Baker family was prominent in 
New Orleans, the dead woman's bhus- 
hand having been a brother of one of 
the publishers of the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune, She was the mother 
of Marion M. Baker, manager of a 
branch of the Canal Bank and Trust 
company, Page M. Baker, business 
man of Memphis, and Mrs. C. H.

By 1926 the contest had become in- 
ternational. Under the plan for its 
expansion there was no sacrifice of 
its Ameriean characteristics. On the

In the international phases of the 
contest the secondary school pupils 
in each participating nation are in- 
vited to discuss their own govern- 
mental institutions and problems.

Defense Hits Identity. 

In his cross examination of Kirk- 
patrick, Reuben R. Arnold, chief ,of 
the Gallogly defense counsel, centered 
his questioning on Kirkpatrick's al- 
leged inability to identify Gallogly at 
police headquarters immediately after 
he was arrested at Athens, Ga., late 
in October and lodged in jail, charged 
with the Smith murder. Kirkpatrick, 
however, insisted that he had identi- 
fied Gallogly at the police station and 
also at the Fulton tower, where Gal- 
logly was taken after his indictment. 

Stephens, the negro messenger boy, 
testified that he was asleep when 
the fatal shot was fired, but that he 
was awakened by it and while at- 
tempting to dash through the front 
door to the street from his improvised 
cot in the front of the store he was 
struck in the eye by Gallogly, who 
was standing at the door. Mr. Ar- 
nold in his cross-examination attempt- 
ed to show that Stephens had sustain- 
ed the injured eve in a fall across 
the street, which halted his flight from 
the store and that on the night of 
the shooting he was too excited after 
being awakened to have any definite 
idea of exactly what occurred, 

Students Testify. 

Dr. Ortiaga and Miss Joiner testi- 
fied that Smith was brought to the

Text of Lotter Written 
By Mitchell and by Snook 


Text of the letter written by Attorney-General Mitchell demand- 
ing the resignation of Warden John W. Snook and the reply of the 
prison executive were made public in Washington Tuesday. 

Mr. Snook wrote under date of March 10 to the attorney-general, 
asking the reason forthe previous réquest for his resignation. In a 
letter of March 14 the attorney-general said: 

“Your letter of March 10 has been received. 

“The request for your resignation was ‘sent at my _ direction. 
Before taking this action 1 had reviewed the entire situation and all 
the material in the department files relating to the administration of 
the Atlanta penitentiary for a considerable time past, and became and 
am satisfied that a change in the administration of the prison is nec- 
essary in the public interest. Upon the change of administration such 
as has just occurred, I feel free to exercise my best judgment in such 
matters and. make such changes in the administration as the conditions 
seem to require. 

“The 30-day period specified in the letter asking your resigna- 
tion was for the purpose of giving you as long a time as the public 
interest would permit to arrange the removal of yourself and family 
from the institution and in order not. to be more peremptory than the 
conditions make necessary. If you do not need that period of time 
to complete your arrangements I will be glad to have your resignation 
effective at an earlier date. In any event, the request for your resig- 
nation is renewed, to be effective not later than the date originally 
Specified.” 

To this letter Mr. Snook replied on March 17: 

“I am in receipt of your letter of the 14th inst., informing me 
that the request for my resignation by Mrs. Willebrandt on March 7, 
was sent at your direction, and that upon the change of administra- 
tion such as has just occurred, you feel free to exercise your best 
judgment in such matters and make such changes in the administration 
as the conditions seem to require. In that statement I heartily agree 
with you, and feel that as head of the federal prison system you should 
have the privilege of placing as head of the different institutions, men 
of your own selectiom whose ideas of penology and prison administra- 
tion coincide with yours. | 

“Therefore I submit my resignation effective at the close of busi- 
ness March 31. That date being the close of the quarter, the transfer 
will mean much less work for the clerical department of the institution 
and the superintendent of prisons’ office, than if it were to take effect 
on the date other than the end of the month. 

“Since my incumbency here, on account of the stress of business, 
I have taken only 16 days’ annual leave of absence, and if, under the 
regulations, you can grant me such leave as you would feel justified 
it will be appreciated, and if, on the other hand, you cannot, it will, as 
Mr. Lincoln said, be all the same.”

Washington, March 20.—(By Staff 
Correspondent).—Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, assistant United States 
attorney-general, today was proposed 
as successor to Warden John W. 
Snook, of the Atlanta federal peni- 
tentiary, whom she has just ousted 
after a long fight over the depart- 
ment of justice’s espionage system. 

Her name was put forward for the 
post in a letter to Attorney-General 
Mitchell by Dr. E. E. Dudding, presi- 
dent of the National Prisoners’ Relief 
society, with headquarters here. 

“I feel sure she will make the sacri- 
fice to go down there and run that 
place like it should run.” 

“I think she has the strength of 
character and honesty to withstand 
the temptations that beset the prison 
warden. She will, of course, learn 
many things she does not now know 
and it will benefit her.” 


Assumes Responsibility. 

“The request for your resignation 
was sent at my direction.” This 
would indicate that the attorney-gen- 
eral’s name did not appear on the 
original letter which Mrs. Willebrandt’s 
office yesterday said was signed both 
by her and the attorney-general. 
“The Atlanta warden throws further 
light on the issue in his last letter 
of Sunday, in which he says: 

“Tl am in receipt of your letter of 
the 14th., inst., informing me that 
‘the request for my resignation by Mrs. 
Willebrandt on March 7 was sent at 
‘your direction... ” 

At his conference with newspaper 
men today the attorney-general was 
asked to clear up the matter, but 
he was somewhat confused himself. He 
said he had approved the original let- 
ter and had signed it for the files, 
which might mean anything. 

Incidentally, to add to the element 
of mystery which has surrounded the 
ease from the beginning, Mrs. Wille- 
brandt in her first formal announce- 
ment Sunday night said Snook had 
been notified in a letter March 5. 
Yesterday it was said in her behalf

Aderhold Considered. 

Attorney-General Mitchell said this 
afternoon that a successor. to War- 
den Snook was now under considera- 
tion but that no decision had been 
reached. Without revealing their 
names he said that a number of ap- 
plicants for the Atlanta prison post 
have already been sent in.

New York, March 19.—(/)—Fed- 
eral Judge Frank J. Coleman an- 
nounced today that six months in pris- 
on would be the maximum sentence he 
will impose for “ordinary offenses” 
in which guilty pleas are made under 
the new Jones prohibition enforcement 
law. On convictions after trials 
“sentences of much greater severity 
will be imposed,” he said. 

Judge Coleman said that for per- 
sons who offend the prohibition law, 
merely for home consumption, even 
to the extent of manufacturing, len- 
jeney would prevail. 

He made his announcement before 
more than 100 persons gathered to en- 
ter pleas under a “bargain day” eal- 
endar schedule. None of those on 
the “bargain day” list were to an- 
sewer for Jones law offenses, how- 
ever, 

Three men arrested under the law 
are awaiting disposition of charges 
that each sold one glass of whisky to 
a federal agent. Counsel for one said 
his client would plead guilty. 

The Jones law provides a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine for the sale or trans- | 
portation of intoxicants. 

Judge Coleman made his statement 
after Icrnest Dougall, one of the trio 
indicted under the Jones act, had 
yleaded guilty. The other two Jones 
rp offenders decided to stand trial.
